I do not have the facilities for checking titles further. However, I hsTO a 
hunch that tills could be some of the Veaco money. 

What follows is for your information, not now for any public use, because I am 
reaching the point in ay writing v/h ere I will be jetting it in a context. However, 
because it xaay in your opinion (it does in mine) address the character of the 
prosecution, I think you should know. 

Home of her property was kept separately from that recovered and kept by public 
authority.

Attorney’s office. lie deposited it in a 
special account, drew a check against it, sent tho chock to tho Hogan & Hartoon 
fins* where two partners endorsed it, gave it to Hunt who endorsed it and then 
deposited it in the- Kl&ss National Bank, I have a zeros of both, aides. Shis also 
was not done until the trial was over. She Chicago lawyer was then in private 
practise. I also have his covering letter. (I have not stolen any of this.) 

I assume *- ro . ^Hait was using an iatonaBdissy to pay the Cubans off, there being 
no need to hide payment of legal costs. I also assume that tills is the same person 
with idiom Hunt was part of xm time lie appeared to be missing and wasn’t. The 
idcntily of the person is not an assumption. 

I think you know enough about the case to see the possible relevance to this 
of the Silbert/Peterson pretense. Any Chicago Investigation had to disclose 
tbs obstructing of justice, bribery, etc. And correlation with the end of the 
trial strikes me as remarkable.
